GRIEVANCE OF 
RAILRUAD MEN, 


President Ashley of the Wa- 
bash Has Arrived. 


WILL CONFER WITH MR.RAMSEY 


THIRTY DAYS’ TIME LIMIT FEx- 
PIRES FRIDAY. 


Labor Leaders Expected to Return to 
This City by Thursday Morning 
and Resume the Con- 
ferences. 


The thirty-day period which the railway 
labor leaders agreed with the management 
of the Wabesh Railroad Company should 
be passed for consideration of the griev- 
ances of ite employes will expire 
Friday, and the various grievance commit- 
tees are expected to return to St. Loule at 
that time to take definite action on the 
demand for the increase of wages. 

O. D. Ashley of New York, president of 
the Wabash, arrived in the city Tuesday 
and is registered at the Southern Hotel. 
He came to look over the situation, it is 
said, and to confer with Manager Ramsey 
on the situation. 

When Manager Ramsey took the stand 


that the wages the Wabash was paying its 
men were sufficient and that they should 
be gaitisfied, he was sustained by Pres!i- 
dent Ashiey. But both wishing to avoid 
trouble, agreed to take the demande of 
their emp!oyes under consideration. 

Soon after the grievance committee ad- 
journed to give the officials of the com- 
pany time in which to give the necessary 
consideration, Manager Reaisey took 4 
trip to New York to confer with President 
Ashley. Just what determination § they 
reached will not be known until the rep- 
resentatives of the employes meet Friday. 

Local laboring men think President Ash- 
ley'’s visit to St. Louts at thie time in- 
dicates that he believes the position he and 
Mr. Ramsey huve agreed to tuke may not 
be entirely satisfactury to the employes, 
and that « crisis may arise which will de 
mand his immediate presence. 

The difference between the Wabash offi- 
cialis and their laboring men first became 
serious at the beginning of the present 
year, when they were taken up by the lead- 
ers of the various branches of the rall- 
way service men, comprising engineers, 
firemen, conductors and trainmen. Griev- 
ance committees were a inted by each 
order and the national chiefs were select- 
ed to head them. They met in St. Louis 
Jan. 5. Among the prominent figures in 
the conference were: P. M. Arthur, Chief 
of Engineers; F. P. Sargent, Chief of Fire- 
men; A B. Garretaon, Chief of Conductors, 
and H. D. Lee, Chief of Trainmen. 

After’a brief conference, the committees 
decided to make a demand on the Wabash 
for an increase of 10 per cent In wages and 
for the redress of several minor grievances 
the employes are said to have been enter- 
taining for several months. . 

When the demands were presented to 
Manager Ramsey, he took the firm position 
that from his point of view there were no 
grievances, and that the Wabash was doing 
all for its employes that was reasonab.e. 
The committees were persistent, however, 
but Mr. Ramsey suddenly suspended nego- 
ilations for a week by leaving the city. 
But the labor leaders were not to be 80 
easily shaken and they patiently waited 
for Mr. Ramsey's return, upon which they 
again presented their demands to him. 

They insisted that i did not wiah to be 
hasty and hoped he would at least give their 
demands a consideration. He assured them 
that, if he could be convinced the company 
was doing any wrong by its employes, he 
would willingly redress it. They suggested 
that he could not know that without a 
specific investigation of the situation, whic 
he agreed to make. They then’ informe 
him they would leave the case in hia hands 
until Feb. 23 and would adjourn to that 
date, which they did. 

H. D. Lee, chief of the Order of Rallway 
Trainmen, passed through St. Louis Satur- 
day, on his way to Paris, Tex., where he 
will adjust some labor grievances before 
returning to St. Louis. He said he had 
no idea what Mr. Ramsey's anawer to the 
committees would be. He declared, how- 
ever, that If the demand of the employes 
should not be acceded to, the committees 
would stand firm and would take a position 
that would force the company to redress tine 
alleged wrongs. He qualified this attitude 
a little by a statement that the committees 
would net force Mr. Ramsey to answer 
them at the meeting, if he will assure 
them that he had not had sufficient time 
in which to prosecute a thorough investi- 
gation into the situation. He maintained 
that, while the employes would not recede 
materially from thoir position, they would 
give Mr. Ramsey all the time he needed to 
unlierstand their demanda. 

Manager Ramsey has said repeatedly that 
his road has been selected by railway la- 
bor organizations as a lever to be used in 
forcing an advance in wages on all lines, 
and he thinks what the Wabash is expe ri- 
encing will be thrust upon every other com- 
pany during the present year. He insists 
that his road is paying as high wages as 
any other and that there la no special rea- 
eon why the Wabash should be selected to 
bear the brunt of the present fight for

MR. HAMMOND ON THE BOERS. 


View of the War From the Standpoint 
of the Outlanders. 

John Haye Hammond, the American who 
was a member of Dr. Jameson's raiding 
party and was captured by the Boers, pre- 
sented the British side of the controversy 
whitoh led to the Boer-British war, at the 
University ‘Club Monday night. It might 
be more accurate to say he presented the 
side of the Ovuwtlanders, whom Britain os- 
tensfbly is attempting to protect. in this 
war with the Boers. 

He began by declaring that he was an 
American and wished to be understood as 
speaking from an American standpoint. 

He explained the conditions which pre- 
vailed in the Transvaal prior to the Jame- 
eon raid, and sought to justify the raid 
by these conditions. 

Tt was planned that Jameson should not. 
make the raid unti] the word was given by 
Mr. Hammond, but Jameson became im- 
patient and did not wait. The result was 
disastrous. Mr. Hammond submitted that 
since the Outlanders had made the Trans- 
vaal Government rich by their enterprise, 
owned one-half the land, and paid nine- 
tenths of the taxes, they should be given 
some voice in the government. 

Mr. Hammond's address was in the form 
of a gemoke-talk, wholly informal. He laid 
aside the manuscript he had prepared and 
spoke only from his wealth of knowledge 
and experience. 


ROCK CHURCH CARNIVAL OPEN. 


School Hall Adjoining St. Alphonsus’ 


a Scene of Brilliancy. 

The Rock Church Carnival was opened 
Monday night in the School Hall adjoining 
St. Alphonsus’ Church at Grand and Cook 
avenues.
